The transport later will go to San Francisco. 


Ship Nearing Land 


SAN FRANCISCO. — By the Associated Press. — Refugees of the sea, the 


-61 persons who were the passengers and crew of the liner City of Hono- 
lulu when flames drove them into the ship's boats 637 miles southeast of 
San Francisco Thursday morning, were approaching the mainland today 
aboard the United States army transport Thomas.

The Thomas is expected to make port some time Sunday. The City 


of Honolulu was burned to the water's level. Her charred and twisted 


bulk will be towed, in later. 


The task of transferring the passen-

a. m. according; to radios received at 
army transport headquarters from the 
Thomas Friday.

i the cement seal coat is being used 
| altogether. 
Alderman Roellig was one of the 


i leading proponents for the 
asphalt 


! and gravel seal coat. H.e was of the 
' opinion that the asphalt would more 
I efficiently fill up the cracks and cre- 
vises in the pavement and thus fur- 
nish a better coating. He questioned 
the ability, as did Alderman Kilian, 
of the cement to stand up without 
cracking under heavier traffic which 
is bound to travel over the streets. 


One of the main objections offered 
by the city engineer to the asphalt 
and gravel seal coat was that in the 
heat of the summer,

'THE New York boxing commission has done 
i some things that have made the fighters, 
promoters and managers mad. But they are 
endeavoring to clean up the fight game, and 
most people will not question that they'are 
working in the interests of the public. 
A case 


in point is their recent decision forbidding a 
bout between Pancho Villa, 
new 
flyweight 


champion, and Frankie Mason, because Mason 
was obviously outclassed by the 
champion. 


In other words, the commission 
refused 
to 


countenance a "set-up" whereby the champion 
could have a little soft money without risking 
his title. That sort of thing is traditional in 
the ring business, but it is a fraud on the public 
which is interested in boxing. 
To see a third- 


rater pounded to a pulp by the champion is not 
what boxing laws are meant to sustain 
and 


encourage. The game would be the better for 
a similar firmness l>y public boxing authorities 
everywhere. To be clean and healthy boxing 
must show contests between evenly matched 
men. 
"Set-up" matches, in which the obvious 


superior frequently stalls and "carries his man 
along" in order to make some return for the 
gate money, is bad for the morale of the game. 
Fighting and wrestling are sports about which, 
unless they are carefully guarded, there ga- 
thers an element without a shred of sportsman- 
ship, and minus compunction in 
any 
way,

public. The function of boxing commissions is 
to see that these gentry are kept under heel.
